Tbe West Side m«t have agreed 
to strike within twenty-four hours after 
Mr. Yerkes' decision if it be adverse to the 
men. The South Side lines have also prom- 
iaed aid to tbe extent of all that is in their 
treasury. 

The present outlook is gloomy. Mr. 
Terkes has firinly declined to make any 
Change in wages, though expressing a wiU- 
ingnees to revispthe hours of labor.

At that time quinine bort a heavy 
daty and there werefiveflrms employing 
five hundred men at $1 50 per day in its 
manufacture, and it sold at an average of 
$3.60 an ounce. This tariff was virtually 
a tax on health and oonsidered a hard- 
ahip on acrount of the univerijal use of 
quinine. The same objections were need 
then as now— importation of foreisn 
goods, I'loHed maiiufactoricH ami iiilo 
workingmen. But tlie duty was removed 
•—quinine was put on the free list— and 
what is till* result ? Tliut w;is ten years 
ago, and we tiow have twelve firms in- 
stead of five makinn this article; mora 
than twice the nuinli'r of workiiixmen 
are empl'pyed in the industry, there has 
been no lowerinKof watren and quinine ix 
selling at 50 cts. instead of $.150 an ounce. 
And fhonsands of dollars worth of the 
article is solii in Paris and London, the 
very home of the competition that was 
feared.

Instfiid I if ■ me. 

The (li^ciMTV <if this victim of some 
nioMllis ii^cj simply I'ni.lh-ms the stiitemeiit of 
the assussni liiiiiself, iis written liy liim on 
the wall in the rear of No. Hamliur,< 
street, nlMive what is mipposed to he his 
fourth victim, onlleii Annie Cliupman.
